Women Voters, 


The announcement made in a 
cable published elsewhere in this 


issue, that the franchise is shom- 


ly to be extended to all adult 
women without any distinetion, 
thus bringing them on a footing, 
with men yoters, marks the cul 
mination of the campaign which 
started with the suffragettes, and, 
after years of turmoil, crystallised 
in the Representation of the 
People Act of 1918. By this re- 
Torm: there were various -conees- 
sions made, including extension of 
the franchise to youths of 19 and 
over who were on war service, 
But the main alteration’ to the 
voting machinery was the exten: 
sion of the right to vote to women, 
subject to restrictions. Thege, 
bricily, are as follow::
